Commenting recently on the Davis rehiring request, 
the Los Angeles Times pointed out that since her trial 
and acquittal on charges of cons iring to commit mur- 
der and kidnapping in Marin County “she has been 
spending a lot a time running around Eastern Europe 
and the Soviet Union, collecting medals and awards, 
and curiously implying in speeches that she beat the 
rap not so much on the evidence, but because of the 


4nternational campaign . . . in the socialist countries’ 
on her behalf, an opinion that is, at the least, sug- 
gestive.” 


Although at the time the Times opposed the dismis- 
sal of Miss Davis on the grounds that it was largely 
political, based on her avowed communism, it now 
just as firmly opposes her rehiring as being “also 
mainly politically motivated, originating minimally if 
at all out of regard for whatever teaching abilities she 
may have.” 

“The clear and imperative fact,” the Times con- 
cluded, “is that Miss Davis, as she has made obvious 
time and again, is a totalitarian, whose values and al- 

- Jegiances are alien to the heart and spirit of academic 
life. It is not. her political views that disqualify her, 
it is the intellectual corruption these involve, as ex- 
emplified in her open contempt for democratic free- 
doms and processes. To consider welcoming such a 
person back into the bosom of the university is a bad 
joke. Philosophers have been making them for cen- 
turies, of course, but that doesn’t excuse the quality 
of this one.”

FARMERS’ HOME ADMINISTRATION 


LOANS REACH NEW HIGH IN COUNTY 


VISALIA — Loan activity by 
the Visalia office of the Farmers 
Home administration reached a 
new high of $3,349,000 for 
fiscal year 1972, nearly double 
the amount loaned the previous 
year, says Galen C. Wiley, 
County FHA supervisor. 

The funds included 
$2,458,000*in home loans for 
rural families, $805,000 to 
farmers for farm, production, 
and emergency credit; and an 
$86,000 loan obligated for Terra 
Bella to update and expand the 
sewer system. 

The supervised loan programs 
of ° Rural Credit’ agency are 
mau. only to eligible applicants 
unable to obtain credit from 
normal sources. The loans are 
paid back with interest and 
borrowers are expected to 
“graduate” to other credit when 
available. 


PROPERTY TAX 
EXEMPTIONS HIT 


2 BILLION IN STATE 


SACRAMENTO — Almost 
two billion dollars in property 
tax exemptions - for veterans, 
churches, colleges, schools, and 
charitable properties - have been 
granted in the 1972-73 tax year 
in California, including 
$10,849,000 in Tulare county. 

This was reported by Board 
of Equalization Chairman John 
W. Lynch of the Second district, 
who gave this exemption 
breakdown statewide: 

Veteran, $399,126,000; 
church, 487,283,000; college, 
$295 ,022,000; school, 
$126,502,000; hospital, 
$338,118;000; and “other” 
(mainly religious and charitable 
properties), $390,307 ,000. 

The exemptions range from 
$56,000 in Alpine County to 
$721,644,000 in Los Angeles 
County.

Most of the agency’s funding 
now comes trom private 
investors, purchasing federally 
insured notes from each loan 
made. Applicant’s eligibility for 
each type of loan is determined 
by a three-member local county 
committee. 

The Rural Housing Loan 
program, the agency’s most 
active, is available in rural areas 
and towns of less than 10,000 
population. “Most of the loans 
made last year were for newly 
constructed homes providing a 


boom to the local building 
trade,” Wiley said. “Except for 
emergency disaster loans, farm 
loans are tailored to strenghten 
the family size: farm. 
Community service’ loans 
provide clean, safe water and 
sanitation facilities to thousands 
of rural families.” 

‘*Rural FHA” supplements 
other credit normally available 
in rural areas through 1,740 
local offices serving rural 
counties in the .U.S., Puerto 
Rico, and Virgin Islands. The 
Visalia office, serving Tulare 
.county, is located at 3348 West 
Mineral King Avenue.

SHERMAN OAKS — Fruit 
Growers Supply company, the 
supply affiliate of Sunkist 
Growers, has announced a vote 
by its board of directors to cease 
its Siskiyou county logging 
operations in early November, 
and its milling operations by 
mid-1973. 

FGS President James T. 
Nickell said the major factor in 
the shutdown was the decision 
to generate a continuous timber 
yield from the company’s 
Northern California forests. 

“‘Today’s operating costs,” 
Nickell said, ‘‘make it 
impractical to continue these 
activities on our present 
one-shift basis. To increase the 
operation to two shifts would 
result in depletion of 
company-owned timber reserves 
in five years or less. This is not 
ecologically or economically 


sound.” 
He said the company plans to 
convert ‘from lumber 


manufacturing to the sale of 
standing timber. “Since our 
Siskiyou County forest 
properties generate an estimated 
growth of 14 to 15 million 
board feet per year,” he said, 
“we can expect to perpetuate 
our timber resources 
indefinitely.”

Sequoia Forest Restrictions Relaxed 


As Weather Change Reduces Fire Danger 


PORTERVILLE — One of 
the longest periods of extended 
severe fire weather ever recorded 
on Sequoia National forest has 
apparently ended. Although the 
fire season still officially 
continues, the need for extra 


precautions has been reduced by © 


the recent cool, cloudy weather. 

Because of the cooler weather 
and the hope of some rain in the 
near future, Forest Supervisor 
Jim James has rescinded his 
Restricted Fire Use order 
enacted on July 8. This means 
that open campfires and certain 
forms of off road travel are now 
permitted on the Sequoia 
National forest. 

James emphasized that this is 
not the end of fire season. All 


Forest users are cautioned to 
continue to be careful with fire. 
Although open campfires are 
now permitted, each person 
building a fire is still required to 
have a valid permit, and to abide 
by the usual rules for care of 
that fire. 

In commenting on the 
3-month period of the 
Restricted Fire use, James said: 
“We experienced hotter, drier 
weather this year than any that 
we’ve recorded before. In 
addition, our recreational use of 
the Forest showed a significant 
increase. With more people in 
the woods, and extreme fire 
dangers, it was absolutely 
necessary to enact restrictions 
which controlled fire use, 
smoking, and _ cross-country 
travel.” 

To enforce the restrictions, 
extra fire prevention patrolmen 
were put in the field, and 
roadside information stations 
were activated to contact Forest 
visitors on a 24-hour per day 
basis. 

James said that public 
acceptance of the restrictions

NEW RACE HORSE TAX BECOMES DUE 


JANUARY 1 IN CALIFORNIA COUNTIES 


SACRAMENTO — California 
not only ranks high as one of the 
major horse racing states in the 
nation, it is also a leader in terms 
of the size and importance of its 
thoroughbred breeding and 
racing stable industries. 

State Board of Equalization 
Chairman John W. Lynch of the 
second equalization district says 
that in an effort to provide an 
incentive to owners of such 
horses to maintain their horses 
within the state and to improve 
the quality and quantity of 
California bred racehorses, the 
Legislature approved AB 205 in 
December 1971. 

This law imposes an. annual 
fee on the privilege of breeding, 
training, caring for, or racing a 
racehorse in California, this fee 
being in lieu of all property 
taxes on such a horse and is 
payable to the county where the 
horse is quartered or domiciled 
when. not racing or in training to 
race. The amount of tax depends 
on its age and classification, such 
as stallion, broodmare, and 
active racehorse. 

The Annual Racehorse Tax 
will become due for the first 
time on January 1, 1973, on 
horses domiciled in a county at 
12:01 a.m. on that date. The tax 
must be paid prior to February 
15 to avoid delinquency 
penalties. 

The new law defines 
racehorse as “any stallion, mare, 


‘gelding, ridgeling, colt, filly, or 


foal eligible to participate or 
produce foals eligible to 
participate in a horseracing 
contest in California wherein 
parimutuel racing is permitted.” 

County assessors are 
preparing to mail the Annual 
Report of Boarded Racehorses 
form to all locations where such 
horses are known to be boarded 
or stabled. Anyone boarding or 
otherwise caring for racehorses

who does not receive this form 
prior to the end of .December 
1972 should contact his local 
county assessor to obtain a 
copy. These tax returns must be 
completed by the owners: and 
mailed with the tax payment to 
the local. tax collector between 
January 1 and February 15, 
1973, to comply with the law 
and avoid penalties. 

The Board of Equalization 
also advises that this does not 
affect the taxable status of 
horses. other than racehorses. 
They remain subject to the 
property tax, with the exception 
of pets not used in connection 
with a trade, profession, or 
business. Such pets may qualify 
for an exemption from the 
property tax. 

The Board also has the 
responsibility for the 
administration of the California 
Sales and Use Tax Law. Under 
this law, horses are considered to 
be tangible personal property 
and, as such, their sale «or 
purchase is subject to sales or 


use tax, whichever is applicable. 


ANNUAL CONDOR 


SURVEY IS NOW 
BEING MADE 


SACRAMENTO — North 
America’s: largest land bird - the 
California condor - is in the 
spotlight yesterday and today 
during the eighth annual condor 
survey. 

The mammoth effort by the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
and other conservation agencies, 
involves 50 trained observers 
posted at 20 stations in the 
mountains around the southern 
end of the San Joaquin valley. 

Stations have been carefully 
selected to provide maximum 
coverage of areas. known to be 
frequented by condors at this 
time of year: 

Observers are noting the time 
of sightings, number of birds 
seen, direction of flight, and, 
when possible, age and such 
distinguishing characteristics as 
missing feathers. 


At survey headquarters in 


Bakersfield, where the 
information from observation 
posts is being relayed, duplicate 
sightings will be eliminated and 
the minimum ,number of 
condors will be determined. 

The DFG emphasizes that the 
condor survey is not designed to 
count every condor in California 
but is intended to give wildlife 
biologists information on trends 
in population, ratios of young to 
adult birds an areas used by the 
condors.
